Interesting Interview with Pro- 
fessor. Bell. 


How the Telephone was Invented—The Pro- 
fessor Believes the Instrument Well Suited 
for Long Distance—The Telephone Still in 
Its Infancy. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 24.—The recent decision by 
the officials of the Patent Office in regard to tele- 
phones is understood to be very favorable to Prof. 
Bell. It settles in his favor one of the long con- 
tested points, and sets at rest much of the 
tedious and costly litigation which has haunted 
him and his financial friends for so long a time. 
Vet he will not talk about it. Like most invent- 
ors, he leaves the talking to his lawyers. On any 
other subject than the legal aspect of the ele- 
phone, however, he is a charming conversational- 
ist. A tall, well built man, with broad shoulders, 
dark complexion, full, black beard, hair slightly 
streaked with gray at the sides where it is brushed 
back from the temples, keen black eyes which 
sparkle with enthusiasm or flash with merriment 
as he speaks, a phystque well develoved, a man- 
ner atonce frank,cordial and extremely agreeable.

The Authorities Hope to Avert the 
Threatened Famine. 
— 

Street Sprinkling Almost Entirely Suspended 
—The Water Famine Considered in Its San- 
itary Aspect—Talks with the Mayor and 
Water Commissioner. 


The experiment of cutting off temporarily the 
supply of water to the sprinkling carts, and pro- 
hibiting the use of hand hose, in order to give the 
Compton Hill reservoir a chance, is proving a suc- 
cess,and Water Commissioner Whitman is de- 
lighted. At nine o’clock yesterday morning the 
water in the reservoir was 157 feet above the city 
directrix. At four o’clock in the afternoon it had 
gained .15 of a foot, and at nine o’elock this morn- 
ing the observation showed the water to stand at 
158 feet, a gain of a full foot, or upwards of 5,000,- 
000 gallons in the twenty-four hours. If the 
terms of the Mayor’s proclamation 
are rigidly enforced, before the end 
of the ten days, there will be sufficient water in 


the reservoir to meet any emergency. In the 
meanwhile 
THE STREETS HAVE DRIED UP, 
and the suffering consequent upon fiying clouds of 
ulverized limestone is beginning to be felt. The 
uxury of sprinkled streets was never before so 
thoroughly appreciated as now. In some locali- 
ties households must accept the simoon or close 
their doors and windows and swelter and suffo- 
cate. On the streets faced by retail stores the 
merchants are complaming of damage to their 
stocks by the dust. Pedestrians are unanimous 
in their complaints at the state of affairs. No 
one seems to have appreciated what a wooling ef- 
foct street sprinkling has upon the atmosphere and 
the comfort of pedestrians. The worst phase, 
however, of the water-saving experiment is 
ITS SANITARY ASPECT. 
Dr. Leudeking, clerk of tire Board of Health, 
said this morning; This stoppage of the free use 
of Water is a very serious matter. Our sewers 
are at no time any too clean, but now, with a ver 
limited supply of water in them, there is no tell- 
ing how much sid@kness and disease will 
brought on by sew gas, which will form in mul- 
tiplied volumes. 1imal and vegetable matter in 
the streets will decay in full force now, and in 
noisome localities disease will be more rapidly 
bred than ever. The Board of Heaith will con- 
sider the matter this afternoon, and will probably 
recommend the disinfection of dil man-holes and 
sewer inlets at the expense of the city by the lib- 
eral use of unsiaked lime, and all housebolders 
will be requested to sprinkie lime along the gut- 
ters in the streets and alleys adjoining their 
premises. A circular letter addressed to all citi- 
zens will be issued to-morrow or Saturday recom- 
mending the disinfecting of all cesspovols, out- 
houses, guttersand alleyways, and a rigid Ob- 
servance of sanitary rules. There being a large 
number of nuisances in private cellars, caused 
generally by defective drain pipes, which the 
sanitary officers have no opportunity of discover- 
ing, the matter has been brought to the 
attention of the Mayor, who has requested the 
assessor of water rates to instruct his 12 
to report all such cases that they may discover 
while examining water meters. At a time like 
this every good citizen should become a volunteer 
sanitary inspector. 
MAYOR EWING, 

when called upon this morning, was highly 
pleased at the receipt of news to the effect that 
the water in the reservoir is slowly but surely 
* and that within a week all houses in the 
district now suffering from short supply will have 
plenty of water. The Mayor, however, in- 
tends to rigidly enforce the procla- 
mation as ssued, as he would have 
said in the olden time, she goes as she lays.“ No 
exception will be made in favor of any one.

Railroad Commissioners Considering the 
Question of Dealings with Scalpers. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Nxw YorK, July 26.—The Railroad Commis- 
sioners yesterday continued their deliberations as 
to what could be done for the protection of the St. 
Louls lines on the cutting of rates west of Chica- 
go. It was agreed to localize the difficulty in the 
West by requesting all western connections be- 
yond Chicago and St. Louis to discontinue the 
payment of commissions at all differential points 
in the East, on west bound business, also the sale 
of orders or tickets issued by those railroads at the 
seaboard, generally confine the special concessions 
which disturb rates to points west of Chicago and 
St. Louis. Applications for differential fares on 
second-class business from New York and Ohica- 
go by way of Urbana or by the Grand Trunk or

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HINTS OF COMPROMISE. 


A Rumor that the Western Union 
Will Arbitrate With the 
Strikers. 


Ominous Stir Among the Strikers — The 
Threatened Strike of the Railroad Opera- 
tors—What is Thought of the American 
Rapid Company's Compromise—The Strike 
at Large. 


An unusual stir was apparent among the 
striking telegraphers this morning. The leading 
officers of the Brotherhood had long and earnest 
consultations with one another, and the body at 
large was not slow in finding out that something 
_ of more than usuah, importance was under discus- 
sion. What it was, however, the leading officers 
kept to themselves, and the others were left to 
conjecture its import. Opinion generally was 
divided between two reports—one that the Brother® 
hooa were perfecting arrangements for a strike of 
railroad operators ; the other that they had received 
reliable intimation that it was within the possi- 
bilities that the Western Union Company were on 
the point of making an offer of compromise to the 
Brotherhood. Each of these possible events is of 
great importance, That the strike of railroad 
operators was really threatened required no better 
evidence than the fact that a gentleman con- 
nected with the telegraphic department of the 
Gould railroad system to-day stated to a Post- 
DIsPATCH reporter that all train-dispatchers, 
division surperintendents and all the heads 
of transportation departments had received in- 
structions to be ready to run trains under the 
old time-carad system. A member ol 
the Brotherhood atated that the 


strikers had no wish to interfere with the rail- 
road business, but that some of the railroad com- 
anies were antagonizing them by helping the 
estern Union Company to do its geueral busi- 
ness. 
IF THE STRIKE OF RAILROAD TELEGRAPH OP- 
ERATORS 
was ordered all endeavor would be made to ab- 
stain from interfereace with such railroads as had 
confined their telegraphic employes to the per- 
formance of strictly railroad business. 

On the subject of the Unreatened strike of rail- 
road telegraphers, Munager E. H. Brown, of the 
Western Union here, said; “Let them strike. The 
railroads can get on without them. They 
did so before and they can do it agalu. The fact 
oi the matter is that there are five times too many 
telegraph operators in this country and the more 
of them chat strike the better for the business. 
Wherever it is essential for a railroad to have an 
operator we sbail be able to supply one with ease. 

e brotherhood have been claiming that they 

still retained a trump card to play which would 
paralyze us. I wonder if it is this railroad tele- 
grapher’s strike. If that is their oniy remaining 
card I am sorry for them. You can say, however, 
that whatever their great card is, the Western 
Uulon will be able to discount it.” 

„It is reported that the brotherhood are await- 
ing a proposition of compromise to be made by 
the Western Union. Is chere anything in this, to 
your knowledge?“ 

Mr. Brown seemed either staggered at the 
knowledge, or at the reporter’s Possession of it. 
He failed, however, to make as pro ™Pt à denial of 
the rumor as, possibly, would have been the Case 
had it been absolutely without foundation, and 
rather gave the reporter to understand that there 
might be something in it. After a few moments of 
careful conference with himself he said: 

“Oh, there's nothing in it. A compromise of- 
fered by the company!” 

„No, uo; simply an offer to compromise, not an 
offered compromise.” 

Mr. Brown again studied his inner conscious- 
ness and then assured the reporter that, in bis 
opinion, he did not believe the report was true. 

COL. BAKER, 
the division superintendent, said that the situr 
tion was going further in the Western Union’s 
favor every day. He was still forced to be aston- 
ished at the mayner in which the old-time opera- 
tors who had been impressed into service had im- 
proved since they resumed work. 

It’s not so much a question of mantpulation 
of the key as of getting into the run of office dis- 
cipline—not so much to do the telegraphing as to 
know just Where to go to do it. For four or five 

days a new man finds it very awkward, aud the 
chief operator has to be constantly watching and 
directing him, but he soon picks up the office sys- 
tem and becomes thoroughly useful. Our recent 
experience has been that in four days the rust is 
rubbed off a man and he is as good as the ordinary 
run of of operators now on a strike.“ 

“What will the strike of the American Rapid 
Company amount to?” 

“It is only a small concern, and its acceding to 
‘the demands of the strikers will not affect the sit- 
uation. These small companies are Py ane in 
the East where the population is crowded togeth- 
er as in Europe, but they can do nothing out here 
in the West where immense stretches of wire run 
between the big cities and through a territory 
which, from a telegraphic point of view, is almost 
entirely unproductive. Take the line between 
here an Chicago, for instance. The 
business done between the two elties 
is, of course, very great, but I don’t believe any of 
the interior offices are very profitable. Take, for 
instance, Alton, Bloomington and such points, 
they barely pay expenses. Such companies as 
the American Rapid would not be able to do 
business over such an unproductive stretch of 
sone el No, the strikers have gained nothing 
by their victory over the American Rapid Com- 
pany.’ 

In conversation with a striking operator, the re- 
porter learned that the rotherhood had 
studied the result of their compromise 
with the American Rapid Company. and were 
perfectly satisfied with it. Figured out according 
to arithmetical rules, it meant an increase in the 
wages of that company’s operatives of about a 
little over twenty-one per cent. This compromise 
was a happy one, also, in that it showed the West- 
ern Union people just the basis upon which the 
strikers were prepared to meet them. This 
would, possibly, save a lot of dickering when the 
Brotherhood and the Company came together in 
friendly arbitration. The Western Union were 
now able to see whata telegraph compahy were 
ee to pay, and also what the operators were 

Hing to accept, and with this Knowledge in 
their possession they would not have any great 
difficulty in terms with the strikers. 

On ’Change the s endered by the Western 
Union was, on the whole, better than it had been 


since the strike began, although it was still far 


short of what itshould have been. For a long 
time this morning there were no quotations from 
Chicago, and much disquietude was caused in con- 
sequence. After a while, however, they began to 
come in and business pickea up accordingly, 

The interest, to review the situation, centers 
upon the proposed strike of railroad operators 
and the intimated proposition of compromise ex- 
pected from the Western Union, Either one of 
these events will freshen up the interest in the 
strike, which has by this time degenerated into an 
old and not particulariy entertaining story.

WHY IT is DIFFICULT. 

“Marry, there is auother indictment upon 
thee, for suffering flesh to be eaten in thy 
house contrary to the law.“ said Falstaff. 
“All victuallers do so—what’s a joint of 
mutton or two in a whole Lent?” responded 
Dame Quickly. This was in the old time 
when Church and State were in partnership, 
and laws were enacted to regulate the con- 
duct of the people on Sunday, and Saints’ 
days, and to punish the eating of flesh on 
Fridays or during Lent, But the spiritual 
terrors of the Church and the penalties of 
the law were both disregarded by the vict- 
uallers, because they were disregarded by 
the masses, and in these days when Church 
and State are absolutely divorced it may pos- 
sibly be just as difficult to enforce against 
the sellers of beer and other beverages a Sun- 
day law which is not enforced by the disci- 
pline of any Church, and which is openly 
and notoriously disregarded by the masses 
and by all lines of business whose managers 
think it profitable to run on Sunday. 

Now, the sole object of our Sunday law is 
strictly civil and secular—to secure a day of 
rest for all and especially for the poor, who 
work for wages. Yet under this law the 
big daily newspaper is not punished for com- 
pelling its hundreds of employes to work on 
Sundays, nor are the street railways and the 
other railways, managed by men of high 
standing in the church,molested for compell- 
ing their servants to work on Sunday. To 
say that the employes are not compelled to 
take or keep a position requiring seven days’ 
work in a week is a pitiful quibble. 

So long as the adminisirators of the Sun- 
day law permit great multitudes of servants 
to be deprived of a day of rest by the mana- 
gers of any businessthatcan be run with 
especial profiton Snndays, it will not look 
fair to some people to enforce only so much 
Sunday observance as will deprive those who 
do rest of any chance to enjoy the day in 
their own peculiar way. 

No inatter how difficult it may be, howev- 
er, to enforce the Sunday closing feature of 
the Downing Law the effort will be sincerely 


made. 


FOR THE COURTS. 

Some of the journals that regard labor or- 
ganizations as offenses against society, and 
labor strikes as ‘crimes, are indignant at the 
suggestion that there is or should be power 
in the courts to eompel chartered monopo- 
lies to render to the public those services for 
which they are chartered and endowed with 
valuable privileges and franchises. The St. 
Louis Republican, for instance, protests 
earnestly against any interference of the 
courts to exact due service from the Western 
Union Telegraph Company while its opera- 
tors are on a strike for higher wages. 

Such interference, we are told, would 
enable the strikers to demand one hundred 
dollars a day, which the company would 
have to pay or be ruined by the penalties 
and damages imposed on it by the courts for 
failing to send megsages. The Republican, 
therefore, reaches the conclusion that “‘the 
courts are not the proper tribuuals for set- 
tling the issues of this strike, or the question 
of wages at any time.“ 

This being conceded it necessarily follows 
that the Western Union can at any time ar- 
bitrarily discontinue its service and discom- 
mode and derange the business of the coun- 
try, whenever it chooses to punish its em- 
ployes by refusing to pay them reasonable 
wages. But this is neither law nor equity, 
nor is it in accordance with a sound public 
policy. It would be as bad for the courts to 
abstain und aid the company to coerce its 
employes at the expense of the public as it 
would be for the courts to interfere in such 
a way as to enable strikers to enforce unrea- 
sonable and extortionate demands. 

But such a case as the latter has never 
been brought into court by a strike, while a 
case in which a railroad corporation dam- 
aged its patrons by arbitrarily refusing to 
pay reasonable wages has been recently ad- 
judicated, the decision being against tne 
company. Last fall VANDERBILT refused 
to pay the freight handlers of New York 
City what the press and the Board of Trade 
unanimously declared to be reasonable 
wages, and they quit work. In holding 
out against this strike the railroad inflicted 
great damage to its patrons, and some who 
suffered by the detention of freight brought 
suit for damages, and obtained judgment in 
every case. The decision was that the lack 
of freight handlers was not in that case an 
unavoidable delay, and that when acommon 
carrier’s want of operatives resuits from his 
refusal to pay reasonable wages, he is liable 
for not using reasonable diligence” in the 
performance of his duty to his patrons. 

It was a just decision, ratified by the com- 
mon sense of the country, and if the West- 
ern Union Company is required to go into 
court and answer complaints of its patrons 
arising out of this strike, there is no reason 
to anticipate a different decision in its case. 
There is no question of making it pay $100 a 
day for telegraph operators, but there is a 
very important question whether the courts 
will allow it to inflict incalculable damage 
on the public in the effort to make its em- 
ployes work for less than the average pay of

But although Sam stood his first exper- 
ience as well as the celebrated King of 
Troy, the second was too much of a shock, 
and he began to fail. It was noticed that he 
dozed on his perch, that his head shook like 
that of an old man, and that he dropped often 
into a deep slumber at unseemly hours. Fre- 
quently in the midst of his snooze he would 
tumble from his perch, and then he would 

ick himself up, exciaiming weariedly, Oh, 

ord!” Yesterday Mrs. Pitkin noticed that 
he was feebler than ever, and she took him 
from his cage, saying at the same time, 
“Poor Sam, are you going to die?” “Oh, 
dear, yes, said Sam dejectedly. These 
were his last words, and shortly afterward 
he died. 

Sam was formerly the property of Mr. 
Samuel Myers, who obtained him from Mr.
